Why study history? Of what use 

is it? 

The great Greek historian Thucy- 
dides definitely thought that history 
had a usefulness, for he believed 
that history, repeats itself in a. 
fashion. He reasoned thus: ". . . . 
since the nature of the human mind 
does not change any more than the 
nature of the human body, circum- 
stances swayed by human nature 
are bound to repeat themselves, and 
in ' the same situation men are 
bound to act in the same way unless 
It is shown to them that such a 
course in other days ended disas- 
trously." 

Herodotus, the Father of History, 
says that he wrote his "Persian 
Wars" ". . . In the hope of preserv- 
ing from decay the remembrance of 
what men have done, and of pre- 
venting the great and wonderful 
actions of the Greeks and the Bar- 
barians from losing their due meed 
of glory." 

Plutarch wrote his "Lives" in the 
hope that men would benefit from 
reading them by being inspired to 
lead better lives. Thus, he is par- 
ticularly fond of drawing morals 
from the lives of the men of whom 
he writes. 

We may find, if we pursue this 
train of investigation, that men 
wrote history for a multitude of 
reasons and we still may not know 
the use of history. 

Instead, let us approach the prob- 
lem in this manner: let us hypotheti- 
cal^ discard all history and see if 
it would be missed, see if we really 
need it. If history, which is in its 
broadest sense the story of the past, 
were discarded, we should be in the 
same situation that primitive man 
was. We should have to -start just 
where he started and each gener- 
ation, each . person ir fact, would 
have to learn from his own experi- 
ence and rediscover all that had 
gone before. Without history then 
we would be unable to progress. 
This then is the first use of history. 

As Arnold Toynbee writes, his- 
tory is the "precious light of ex- 
perience" which has always been 
man's guide and which man can 
"project upon the darkness of the 
future." This experience gives us 
hints as to our proposed manner of 
action, not set solutions. It sheds 
light upon the problems of today. 
It gives perspectives on the crisis of 
our own society. • Thus a second use 
of history is to enable us to under- 
stand our own age and the past in 
a new light. The analogies between 
past and present give us new in- 
sights and new ideas. 

We can say then that the uses 
of history are, in general, the fol- 
lowing: 

1. Without the story of the past, 
man's progress would be stifled, It 
tells us what has been done already 
and thus we have no need for repe- 
tition, only improvement or inven- 
tion and discovery. 

2. History can give us new in- 
sights and understandings which 
will enable us to better understand

2. Never carry a loaded gun In 
your car.

5. Never point your gun at any- 
thing you don't intend to shoot. 

6: Keep the muzzle of your gun 
high to avoid fouling the barrel.; [I 

7. Keep the safety ON until you 
are ready to fire. 

8. Don't fire until you are sure 
of your target and you are sure that 
the target area is clear. 

"A cup of cheer is an important 
part of hunting, but wait until the 
guns have been put away before 
partaking." Babcox added, "because 
alcohol and gunpowder don't mix 
any better than alcohol and gaso- 
line." 

As ah added precaution Babcox 
suggested picking hunting compan- 
ions who are familiar with firearms 
and can be depended upon to use 
good judgment in the field.
